“St ACKERS” STOPPED AT RACES 


Men Questioned at New Market About 
Military Service. 

LONDON, Sept. 13.— Military police 
carried out an extensive raid for shirk- 
ers from military service today, at the 
New Market race course, just before 
the classic St. Leger race. 

Racing has been in abeyance for more 
than a month and thousands of men 
attended. All apparently of military age, 
including reporters, jockeys, bookmakers, 
bettors, race-course officials and grooms 
were compelled to give an account of 
themselves as they entered and the sol- 
dier-policeman demanded the production 
of either an attestation or registration 
card, or in the absence of this, a birth 
or exemption certificate. In the principal 
inclosure the first hour’s proceedings 
were almost fruitless, producing only 


SCHOOL MILITARY 


TRAINING TO COST 
AGH CADET $21 


Pupils Who Take the Course 
Will Have to Buy Two 
Uniforms. 


BLEWETT OUTLINES PLAN 


Believes Wealthy Preparedness 
Enthusiasts Will Aid Poorer 
Students to Get Equipment. 


In the plan for voluntary military 
training of the pupils in the public high 
schools is included a provision for the 
uniforming of the boys at ther own ex- 
pense and at an estimated cost of $21.50 
for two uniforms. 

The plan as outlined by Superintend- 
ent of Instruction Ben Blewett was ap- 
proved by the Board of Education at 
its meeting last night, following a 
lengthy discussion of all its details and 
after a change had been made from a 
provision to limit the training to pupils 
only of the senior classes to include all 
of the pupils of the high schools who 
met the physical requirements. 

Supt. Blewett said today that the 
board had not worked out the detalls 
of the training system and had only 
approved the plan as a whole and that 
the provision requiring the pupils to 
pay for their own uniforms, or requiring 
them to be uniformed at all, had not 
been definitely decided.

SAID TO HAVE CONFESSED 


Robbers Got 328,000; One 
Man's Sentence to Death Com- 
muted to Life in Prison. 


IRONWOOD, Mich., Sept. 13.—It was 
to the detective instinct of a Finn, mis- 
cast in life’s program as a teamster, 
that the alleged murderer of Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Nichols, widow of a New York 
millionaire, who was strangled to death 
in her home, owed his arrest here yes- 
terday. The murder was in New York 


one year ago. Eight months ago Ar- 
thur Waltonen, a Finn, giving the name 
of John Lind, dropped off a train at 
Ironwood. He went to work as a bar- 
ber. 

A few weeks ago another Finn, the 
teamster with the detective instinct, also 
dropped into Ironwood and went to the 
shop where Waltonen was employed. 
He. noticed a livid scar on the index 
finger on Waltonen’s right hand, and 
the visitor’s mind harked back to a pub- 
lic description of one of the men sus- 
pected of Mrs. Nichols’ murder. 

The teamster went to Dr. A. H. An- 
derson, the only man in this city with 
whom he was acquainted, and com- 
municated his suspicion.

Ex-Governor Pennypacker Bequeathed

PEARL HUTTON PRICES UP, TOO 


High Water, and Not the War, Re- 
sponsible, Makers Say. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 13.—The Button 
Manufacturers’ Association of America 
in convention yesterday at the Waldorf- 
Astoria said that prices of pearl but- 
tons had advanced from 200 to 300 per 
cent. This time the increase is not at- 
tributed to the war, but to the high 
water in the Mississippi and Ohio 
streams, from which mussels are taken. 
The catch has been exceptionally small 
this year. 

All the manufacturers of domestic or 
fresh-water pearl buttons in the Uni@d 
States were represented at the conven- 
tion. Muscatine, Io., the center of the 
industry, had the largest representa- 
tion. 


ELEPHANT KILLS ITS TRAINER 


Tennessee Circus Crowd Sees Man 
Pounded to Death. 

KINGSPORT, Tenn., Sept. 13.—Walter 
Eldridge, 23 years old, was pounded to 
death against the ground by an elephant 
of which he was assistant trainer, be- 
fore thousands of persons here late yes- 
terday. 

Apparently without cause, the ele- 
phant, which Eldridge was leading to 
water following a circus performance, 
became infuriated and, seizing the vic- 
tim in his trunk, began pounding him 
against the ground. The crowd of spec- 
tators became excited and a general 
stampede ensued, several women faint- 


ing. 


$200,000 CONTRACT FOR CARUSO 


He Will Get $6666 for Each of 30 Per- 
formances in Buenos Ayres. 
NEW YORK, Sept. 13.—At the close of 
the next opera season Enrico Caruso 
will not return to his native Italy and 
his three villas near Florence, as in 
other years. Instead he will go to 
Buenos Ayres for the summer. He has 
just signed a contract to sing 30 per- 
formances at the Colon Opera House, 
for which he will receive $200,000. This 
is $6666 a performance, or more than 
twice his salary at the Metropolitan. 
Probably this is the largest amount 
ever paid to an opera singer for a full 

season's work.

“The uniforming of the pupils in 
training seems necessary to the spirit 
of the whole thing.“ said the Superin- 
tendent. “I am told this by all the 
authorities on the subject and it seems 
likely that this provision will be adopt- 
ed in the plan for training in the local 
high schools.“ 
Asked if the requirement that the 
pupils pay for their own uniforms 
might not result in few volunteers for 
the training and nullify the effect of 
the plan, the Superintendent said sev- 
eral persons had suggested during the 
original discussions of the project that 
there are enough wealthy preparedness 
enthusiasts in the city who would be 
willing to contribute to a fund for 
uniforms for these pupils who could not 
afford them. 
He said that owing to the present 
financial condition of the department it 
would be impossible for the board to 
provide uniforms without taking away 
funds from other educational sections 
which could hardly be conscienciously 
done, although the board has the pow- 
er to set aside a fund to pay for the 
uniforms. 

Principals Are Notified. 
All of the principals in the high 
schools were instructed by Supt. Blew- 
ett this morning to notify the pupils 
that the military training provisions 
will be put into effect immediately. He 
said he wished to test the popularity of 
the plan with the parents and pupils 
immediately. 
As sogn as the pupils have had ample 
opportunity to consider the training and 
its effects and volunteers have signi- 
fied their intention of participating in 
the training he will request the Gov- 
ernment to assign an army officer as 
an instructor. The details of the train- 
ing will be worked out, he said, after 
the arrival of the instructor. 
The plan, as sketched by the Superin- 
tendent, provides for 84 hours of drill 
during the school year. This includes 
10 drills without arms, 10 with arms, 20 
in close order formation, 20 in extend- 
ed order formation and 24 in the cere- 
monies. 
Arsenal rooms will be added to the 
equipment of each high school at a cost 
of about $1200 each. The Government 
will be asked to provide the arms for 
the pupils. 


PRESIDENT DEPARTS FROM

Mrs. Nichols lived at 4 East Seventy- 
ninth street, New York City, the night 
of Sept. 7, 1915, according to the alleged 
confession. He and three other men en- 
tered the house through the aid of one 
of her servants, Onnt. Talus, strangled 
the woman and escaped with jewelry 
and money. Police suspicion rested 
upon the servant. Talus finally was 
arrested and sentenced to the electric 
chair. His sentence was commuted last 
month to life imprisonment. 


Servant Declared Robbers Tied Him 
at Revolver Point. 

NEW YORK, Sept. 13.—Mrs. Elizabeth 
Nichols, widow of James Edwin Nich- 
ols, founder of Austin Nichols & Co., 
wholesale and manufacturing grocers, 
received about $2,000,000 from her hus- 
band’s estate. She was strangled to 
death. 

Waltonen confessed in Ironwood, his 
captors say, how for many years he had 
been employed in the aged widow’s 
household. He said in July, 1915, he left 
his job, but persuaded Mrs. Nichols to 
take Onno Taius to work in his place. 
Then he began a series of attempts to 
persuade Talus to murder the widow. 
But Talus refused. So Waltonen, Eddie 
Lehto and two other men entered the 
house, bound Talus and killed the 
window. 

Talus insisted at his trial he admitted 
three robbers (instead of four) but that 
he submitted to being tied up only at 
the point of a revolver. 

Talus swore it was not until he had 
been struck in the face by Detective 
Enright and others that he made the 
confession read to the jury as evidence 
against him. 

The jury which found him guilty rec- 
ommended clemency. Finnish newspa- 
rers waged a publicity campaign in his 
behalf, and his sentence was commuted 
to life imprisonment. 


BLIND NEWSPAPER VENDER HIT 
BY WAGON TONGUE AND KILLED 


Abraham. Borack Struck as Vehleie 
Turns Corner at Broadway and 
Washington Avenue. 
Abraham Borack, a blind newspaper 
vender, who for years had served the 
public daily at the northeast corner of 
Broadway and Washington avenue, was 
struck in the chest by a wagon tongue 
as he stood on the sidewalk at that cor- 
ner yesterday afternoon. He was 
crushed and internally injured, and he 
died soon afterward in the city hospi- 

tal. 

Borack was 45 years old, and lived 
with his wife and son at 2421 Biddle 
street. He was a familiar figure to hun- 
dreds, who were accustomed to see him 
sitting on a stool, selling papers and 
making change. 

A new building, to be occupied by the 
Franklin -Bank, is being erected at the 
corner, and wagons hauling construc- 
tion material were permitted to turn 
east on the north side of Washington 
avenue. A wagon laden with iron was 
turning in from the north on Broad- 
way, when the fifth wheel, beneath the 
driver’s seat, became locked, and the 
wagon swung around violently, causing 
the tongue to strike the blind newsman. 
Samuel Dalton, the driver, was not ar- 
rested, the police deeming the accident 
not his fault.

INCREASE IN WORKING. 
PERMITS IN SCHOOLS 


Twice as Many Children Are Em- 
ployed Compared With Last 
Year, Blewett Reports. 


Superintendent of Instruction Blewett 
reported to the Board of Education at 
its meeting last night, a decrease in 
the enrollment of the public schools, for 
the first two weeks of the term, of 116 
pupils, .compared with a year ago. 

The decrease came as a surprise, as an 
increase of about 1000 pupils .was ex- 
pected. This would have been a normal 
figure. 

Superintendent Blewett told a Post- 
Dispatch reporter today the decrease, 
he had concluded, was due to two facts 
—prosperity and a change of school 
boundaries in several districts. 

The changing of school boundaries in 
1911, he pointed out, resulted in a de- 
crease in the enrollment of 1875 pupils 
compared with the enrollment for the 
first two weeks of the previous year. 
The decrease results, he said, from 
confusion of the parents who are forced 
to put their children in another school. 

‘‘Many people think that during a 
prosperous year more children are in 
the schools because they are given 
greater opportunity,” said Blewett. 
“That is not the fact, however. When 
a prosperous year comes along there is 
more work for children and many par- 
ents see fit to put their children to 
work, when, if the employment was not 
provided, they would send them to 
school. 

“Last year work permits were issued 
by the board to 75 pupils in the high’ 
schools and to 1038 in the grade schools, 
making a total of 1113 pupils, while this 
year we have already issued work per- 
mits to 161 in the high schools and 1926 
in the grade schools for a total of 2087, 
nearly twice as many as were issued in 
1915.“ 

Ninety-one per cent of the pupils of 
the Benton School, King’s highway and 
St. Louis avenue, where it was discov- 
ered yesterday. Chester Sabelman, 11 
years old, of 4398A St. Louis avenue, 
had developed symptoms of infantile 
paralysis, were in attendance when the 
school convened this morning. 

The pupils were dismissed yesterday 
afternoon and the school building was 
fumigated under the direction of Dr. 
Stewart of the Board of Education 
Health Department. 

Dr. Stewart will inspect the school 
aaily for the next month, Superintend- 
ent Blewett said this morning the chil- 
dren would be kept at school, as noth- 
ing could be gained by closing the 
school and turning the pupils into the 
streets, where they came in contact 
with each other, anyhow, and lost the 
advantage of being under congtant in- 
spection. 


NET REVENUES OF RAILROADS 
INCREASES $1371 PER MILE 


Report for Year Ended June 30 Shows 
Gain of About 30 Per 
Cent. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 13.—Net reve- 
nues from operations of 81. 178. 804,001 for 
the year ending June 30, compared with 
$850,402,483 during 1915, for all ratflroads 
having revenues of $1,000,000 a year or 
over, are shown today in the Interstate 
Commerce Commission’s report. The net 
revenue per mile was $6,134 for the cur- 
rent year, compared with $3763 for last 
year. 

Railway operating revenues for the 
year aggregated $3,396,808,234; operating 
expenses, 32,220,004, 2333 tax accruals, 
3146.74, 477; uncollectible revenues, $807,- 
720, and operating income, $1,029,241,304, 
For the month of June only the net rev- 
enue from railway operation was $103,- 
451, 443. 

The figures for the year showing the 
railroads’ gross revenue from freight 
was $2,409,393,699: from passenger service, 
$673,472,119; mail, $60,067,967; express, $81,- 
014,684, and other transportation, over 
$97,000,000. Of the year’s net revenue 
from operations, 516,061.30 was in the 
Eastern district, 8165, 822,563 in the South-

We don’t make 
money on our cafe—in fact, we lose— 
but people expect bread and butter 
free. They will get it here.“ 

Manager Buchanan of the Warwick 
said that he did not contemplate mak- 
ing such ‘charge, as his patrons had 
been accustomed to receive bread and 
butter free with their meals. 

Hay explained why he desired the 
charge. We are losing heavily on our 
cafes, he explainned. “It costs us 30 
cents in overhead charges to seat a 
person in a dining room. The butter 
patty costs us about one and a quar- 
ter cents, and a good eater will con- 
sume a little more than four cents worth 
at a meal. Then the bread costs us 
something. 

“The year’s butter bill for the Plan- 
ters and Jefferson averages $25,000; 
some of that is used in cooking, but most 
of it is given free to the diner. We 
would make no profit on our cafes it 
we charge extra for ‘bread and butter, 
but we would not lose quite so much 
as at present.“ 

Hay said that 10 cents is now being 
charged for a second serving of bread 
and butter at the 50 cent table d’hote 
breakfast and lunch at the Jefferson. 

Hay said that persons are not spend- 
ing as much money in the dining room 
as they did before the automobile came 
into popular use. Therefore, the profits 
have vanished, and the cafes show a 
loss each year. 

In the carriage days persons could 
not ride as far as they can in automo- 
biles,“ he explained. Therefore, they 
spent more time in the cafes—sometimes 
two and three hours at dinner. Now 
they rush in, dine hastily and hurry out 
for an automobile ride. 

„And in those days they drank more. 
Many men formerly ate in hotel cafes 
and maintained no private equippage. 
Now they own motors, and find that 
the surplus money which they formerly 
used in entertaining must go toward 


‘repair bills and the upkeep of their ma- 


chines. Naturally they cut down on 
their wine bills.“

CIVIC LEAGUE FOR TIME 
CLOGKS IN CITY HALL 


Organization’ Says System Is 
Needed to Snow Hours Put 
in by Employes. 


The use of time clocks, of some ac- 
curate recording system to show how 
long city employes work and how much 
time they take for lunch is recommend- 
ed in a report of the Efficiency Com- 
mittee of the Civic League, forwarded 
to Mayor Kiel yesterday. 

In the present charter there is no 


specific reference to office hours for 
city employes, but there is a provision 
that eight hours shall constitute the 
regular working day. A State law re- 
quires that all public offices shall close 
at noon on Saturday. 

Questions to Department Heads. 

To“ learn what hours prevail the 
Civic League Committee sent a list of 
questions to the heads of all city de- 
partments. These included also in- 
quiries as to the granting of vacations 
with pay, the payment of salaries dur- 
ing illnegs and the_ granting of fur- 
loughs for personal reasons. Comptrol- 
ler Player was the only official who 
did not answer the questions. 

The replies, according to the commit- 
tee’s report, show that various hours 
prevail in different departments. Most 
offices, the report says, begin work at 
8:30 a. m., a few at 8 and more at 9, 
and practically all close at 5 p. m. 

With an hour for lunch this schedule 
gives most office men at the city hall 
a 7 to’ 7% hour working day, but in 
several departments one and one-half 
hours are allowed for lunch, reducing 
the work day in some departments to 
six and one-half hours. With the short 
Saturday, the weekly average of work 
in the city offices is 40 hours. 

Fewer Hours in Winter. 

The committee found that some of- 
fices maintain the system which ob- 
tained under ‘the old charter of work- 
ing an hour less between October and 
April than between April and October. 
This is not authorized by the new char- 
ter. 

Employes in the city institutions, out- 
side the city hall work from 9 to 12 
hours and firemen work continuously, 
with one day off in three. 

No accurate record of the time put 
in by employes is kept, says the report, 
except as to those who work by the day 
or hour. The-usual system in city hall 
offices does not include the keeping of 
a time record. 

As a rule a clerk in the department is 
assigned to keep mental note of the ar- 
rival of other employes and is expected 
to report to the head of his department 
when an employe habitually violates 
the rule. 

This, however, is left to the clerk’s 
judgment. The committee found no uni- 
formity of department rules as to va- 
cations and furloughs. 

Makes Other Suggestions. 

In addition to recommending the in- 
staliment of time clocks, or the keeping 
of time records, the committee suggests 
that the Efficiency Board should be re- 
quired by ordinance to require monthly 
reports from each department giving a 
complete time and lunch hour record of 
each employe. The committee finds that 
the Saturday hours are unreasonably 
short and says that if necessary the 
State law closing public offices at noon

Fall of Big 


Bridge Span 
Undid Work of Months 


Quebec Accident Marked Failure for Time Being 
of One of Most Ambitious Engineering 
Undertakings of Many Years. 


HE collapse of the central bridge 
span over the St. Lawrence at 
Quebec Monday brought to failure 

for the time being one of the most am- 

bitious engineering undertakings of 
many years. The catastrophe involved 

not only the loss of 12 lives and a 

monetary loss of close to $1,000,000, but 

it also undid months of patient toil and 
industry by some of the foremost en- 
gineers of the world. 

The part which fell into 200 feet of 
water was to have connected a chanrtel 
span of 8239 feet, from shore to shore, 
longer than any similar bridge. It would 
have been 150 feet above the water 
level and would have carried two rail- 
road tracks, two street car tracks and 
two wagon roads. It would have short- 
ened the railway journey from the Ca- 
nadian Northwest to Halifax by 200 
miles. - 

All of the bridge had been completed 
except the placing of the central span, 
which itself was 640 feet long, 88 feet 
wide and Weighed 5000 tons. It was 
necessay to jack it Wp from scows 
(a pontoon arrangement) floating on the 
river, to a height of nearly 150 feet, and 
the jacking operation had scarcely be- 
gun when the collapse came. 

Pontoons an Important Problem. 

The span was built at a narrower 
point of the river three miles east of 
the bridge site. It was of cantilever con- 
struction and each of its ends rested on 
three specially constructed pontoons, 
bon which it was to be floated to its 
proper position. when completed. The 
construction of the pontoons was no in- 
considerable part of the great engineer- 
ing problem involved. 

They had to be capable not only of 
bearing the immense weight of the 
bridge across water, which is sometimes 
comparatively rough, but also of resting 
stationary on the bottom of the. river, 
until the time came to float them, and 
then of getting under way without 
racking the bridge they were to carry. 

Each of them was 32 feet 6% inches 
wide, 164 feet 6 inches long and with a 
draft of 11 feet 74% inches over the bilge 
timbers. Their framework was of steel 
and they were fitted with valves in the 
bottom. When the valves were open 
they would rest firmly in place, al- 
though there was a tide range of 15 
feet at their location. The tide. rose 
and fell within as well as around them, 
thanks to the valve arrangement. 

When all was ready for their moval 
it was only necessary to close the valves 
at low tide. The rising water gradual- 
ly lifted them off the floor of the river 
and tugs and current bore them in the 
direction they were to go. 

Details Minutely Studied. 

The engineers figured to the minutest 
detail every circumstance that would 
bear upon the task of removal. All the 
probable influences of wind, weather 
and water were discounted with mathe- 
matical precision. They knew to the in- 
stant when the scows would float clear 
of the bottom. They knew that the 
most ‘advantageous tidal conditions 
would exist on certain days and planned 
to launch their venture on whichever 
of these days general meterological con- 
ditions best favored. 

They computed the exact assistance or 
opposition they might meet from favor- 
able and adverse currents and from 
winds of various velocities, and knew 
almost to the second when, under any 
given condition of the weather, the

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start could be made and the end of the 
journey reached. 

When the test came, this part of their 
calculations proved to have been flaw- 
less. The span was safely transported 
the three miles and placed in position 
under the gap it was to plug. 

To raise it into place, eight hydraulic 
jacks, two for each corner, had been 
constructed. Each of these was built 
to lift 20 per cent more than was to be 
required of it in the actual work and 
was tested beforehand, so that nothing 
might be left to miscalculation. To 
make sure there would be no accident, 
each jack had a supplementary screw- 
jack arrangement in case anything hap- 
pened to the hydraulic power. Care- 
fully designed checking arrangements 
were made so that all the jacks might 
move as one. 

From the movable lifting beam of the 
jacks, hanger chains were dropped to 
the supporting timbers of the bridge 
ends. These were what are known as 
“slab chains,” each “link’’. of which 
was 30 inches in thickness. They were 
made to stand a working stress of 20,- 
000 pounds to the square * 

How Lifting Was 

Reduced to its simplest . all 
there was to the operation was to see 
that these chains were properly at- 
tached to the supporting timbers of the 
corner and to the lifting beams of the 
jacks and then turn on the hydraulic 
pressure. Each operation of the jacks 
would raise the structure two feet and 
about 73 operations would be necessary 
to complete the job. ö 

The one essential thing was that the 
lifting force should be uniform at all 
points. So long as this uniformity was 
maintained, the lifting would involve 
little, if any, more strain on the canti- 
lever span than it would sustain nor- 
mally when in place. If, however, there 
should be less stress at one corner than 
at the others, or one jack should be 
slower or faster than the others, it 
would throw an enormous tension upon 
the span which it could not be expected 
to withstand. 

That some such thing actually hap- 
pened appears from accounts of wif- 
nesses to the accident. They said that 
one of the corners appeared to sag and 
this was followed by a buckling of the 
span in the center. 

Canadian officials, members of Par- 
liament, noted engineers and thousands 
of other spectators witnessed the acci- 
dent. The bridge had already been 
lifted 15 feet above water level when it 
happened. Things had been working 
smoothly and everybody was confident 
of the ultimate success of the undertak- 
ing when the collapse came. 


Bridge Company to Replace Span 
Which Fell at Quebec. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Sept. 13.—Ths 
St. Lawrence Bridge Co. has notified 
the Canadian Government that it ac- 
cepts full responsibility for the fall 
of the Quebec bridge span, and gave 
notice that it. would undertake to 
replace. the span and complete the 
bridge as soon as possible. 

With steel scarce ‘it is believed it 
will take two years to construct a 
new span. It was stated definitely 
that no attempt would be made to 
raise the fallen span, as it will be 
cheaper to build a new one.

Secrets of professional success do not 
hide under the outward jollity of the 
building owners and managers attend- 
ing the ninth annual convention of the 
National Association of Building Own- 
ers and Managers at the Planters Ho- 


tel, Every badge-tagged one of them is 
glad to tell his fellows how he saved 
$100 on a batch of supplies and yet made 
his tenants happier than before. 

That sort of professional charity be- 
gan seven years ago when E. H. Doyle 
of Détroit, then president of the 2-year- 
old association,. revealed a bit of prac- 
tical psychology and solved one of the 
most vexing of skyscraper problems. 

It was the tobacco chewers. Doyle 
told the convention that if the managers 
wanted to keep the nicotine stains out 
of their marble corridors to remove the 
cuspidor.

Plan 

It worked. Charles 8. 8 president 
of the association, said he found it a 
wonderful success. Joseph M. Robinson, 
manager of the Merchants-Laclede 
Bullding, was delighted with the result- 
ing cleanness of his halls. Today there 
is not a modern office building that tol- 
erates cuspidors in the corridors. Doyle, 
who is owner of the Majestic Building 
in Detroit, today told a Post- Dispatch 
reporter why the plan succeeded. 

“Every cuspidor,” he said, “was an 
invitation to expectorate. Men with 
mouths full would go along taking a 
shot at every spittoon in sight. Most of 
them were poor marksmen and the 
walls and floor became disgustingly 
stained. No man will deliberately spit 
on a white marble floor and today the 
tobacco chewer waits until he gets in 
his own office or on the street. 

This convention has new problems, 
one of the most pressing of which is 
that of lighting. There was a discus- 
sion this morning on sciéntific ilumi- 
nation by Rawson Collier, efficiency 
expert of the Georgia Railway and 
Power Co. of Atlanta. Buildings erected 
ten or fifteen years ago are decidedly 
old-fashioned when it comes to light- 
ing fixtures and the tenants won't have 
it. They want modern fixtures and 
many buildings have spent thousands 
of dollars tearing out old fixtures and 
putting in new ones. 

Fifteen years ago a single drop fix- 
ture in the center of an office carried a 
10-candlepower lamp. Tenants soon de- 
manded a 16-candlepower, then the #- 
watt Mazda. The newest thing is the 
hydrogen-filled globe that makes the 
most brilliant of all lights. 

“I tell my tenants,” said Guy H. 
Wright, discussing the subject, that 
the light is free and they can have. all 
they want, but for their own sake not 
to take too much. These brilliant lights 
are ruining many eves. 

Other Novelties Introduced. 

Then came the elaborate fixtures for 
inverted, indirect and semi-direct light- 
ing. Every tenant these days wants to 
pick out his own fixtures, Wright said. 
St. Louis has a peculiar problem about 
indirect lighting. The smoke of the city 
dlackens the ceilings until in a month 
or two they will not reflect the light. 
So the semi.indirect plan was tried, the 
lamp having its own reflector above it. 

How to duy large quantities of sup- 
plies so as not to get swindled is an- 
other problem. Here are two secrets 
which have worked. 

One building manager can't tell good 
rubber mats from poor ones, so when he 
aske for the lowest bid and depends 
upon his judgment he usually loses. He 
knows the mats are made of a little rub- 
ber and a lot of trashy compound, but 
how is he to tell? He hit upon this 
scheme: 

He told two dealers that each could 
furnish one-half his building with mate 
at a reasonable price to be agreed upon 
by them. They were to put the mats 
in at the same time and the first man’s 
goods to wear out would lose his fu- 
ture trade. After that he got good 
mats. 

Another manager found the sponges 
he was buying by the bale at so much a 
pound were being watered.“ It was 
nothing unusual to wring out several 
pounds of water from a bale. Inspec- 
tion before buying stopped that, and 
then the dealers tried another plan. A 
mixture of glucose and sand injected 
into the sponges was not easily detected, 
but added to their weight. 

Still Another Scheme Tried. 

When that plan was discovered by 
washing the sponges in a vessel of 
clear water and noting the debris in the 
bottom, the dealers did not give up. 
They soaked the sponges in a saturated 
solution of epsom salts. They were 
then allowed to dry, the evaporation 
leaving the salts and a lot of added 
weight. 

“How did you detect that?” the speak- 
er was asked. 

“I tasted the sponges,’ he said.

IN U-BOAT POLICY 


Discussion Concerning Proposed 
Enlarged Activity Has Come 
to End. 


BERLIN, via London, Sept. 13.—The 
weeks which have passed since the 
aypointment of Field Marshal von Hin- 
denburg as chief of the general staff 
have been marked by almost complete 
cessation of the discussion in regard to 
resumption of submarine warfare on 
the old or a more vigorous basis. Non- 
partisan newspaper observers who are 
in touch with leading statesmen and 
politicians express the opinion that for 
the present at least there will arise no 
8 of a change in submarine pol- 
cy. 

The administration of Chancellor von 
Bethmann-Hollweg now feels itself ful- 
ly in control of the situation in this re- 
spect, A controversy over the methods 
of the food dictatorship has now sup- 
planted the submarine issue in the con- 
servative and other newspapers which 
are opposed to the Chancellor. 

These newspapers are engaged in ar- 
guing with Adolph von Batocki, head 
of the food regulation board, the pros 
and cons of compulsory production as 
opposed to an increase or abolition of 
maximum prices as the method of en- 
larging the production of foodstuffs. 
Herr von Batocki has declared himself 
a convinced opponent of the theory that 
the food problem could best be solved 
by compulsory methods; that is, by pre- 
scribing what farmers should plant. But 
he also has little sympathy with the de- 
mand of the agrarians for increase or 
removal of maximum prices to encour- 
age production. Accordingly, the pres- 
ent system will continue. 

Should the submarine situation remain 
as at present and should he be assured 
that no revival of the under water 
campaign is contemplated Ambassador 
Gerard may take advantage of the op- 
portunity for a trip to the United States 
for a vacation. 

The Ambassador hopes that before 


prolonged, difficult and delicate nego- 
tiations which he. is conducting for re- 
lief of interned civilians in Germany 
and England.

Order Issued to Kul Rather Than 
Make Treutons Prisoners—Dis- 
patch Also Declares. 
BERLIN. by wireless to Sayville, Sept. 
13.— Russlan methods of warfaré are 
described by several eyewitnesses, 
says the Overseas Agency. An Aus- 
trian Sergeant-Major who escaped from 
the Russians reports that soldiers of 
the Twenty-second and Twenty-third Si- 
berian. Rifles told him three German 
infantrymen who were captured were 
taken behind the lines and stabbed on 
command of Russian officers. A non- 
commissioned officer of the Cossacks 
sald a Russian order had been issued 

to kill prisoners. 

“Three Russian soldiers of the Fifth 
Turkoman Rifles, who are now prison: 
ers, say the commander of their com- 
pany repeatedly ordered them not to 
take the Germans prisoner, but to kill 
them. A special order issued Aug. 2 
says: ‘Comrades, when we attack, ev- 
eryone shall keep in mind that Austri- 
ans may be taken prisoner, but that 
Germans as far as possible shall be 
killed.’

000,000 bonds for St. Louis County roads, 
announced today that he could find 
that Miller only owned Lot 7, Helfen- 
stein Park, assessed at $750, and delin- 
quent in taxes for 1914-15-16.

“By some strange oversight in a per- 
son seeking to retard a great internal 
improvement, Mr. Miller has failed to 
pay the taxes on his property during 
1914-15-16,“ Prosecuting Attorney Ralph 
says, in a typewritten statement in 
which he discusses the Skinker-Miller 
injunction suit, filed last Monday in 
the Federal Court. 

“The reasons urged in this injunction 
suit have been passed on so often uad- 
versely to the plaintiffs’ allegations that 
they are no longer to be considered as 
debatable questions. 

Tax System Not Ideal. 

An ideal system of taxation is an 
irridescent dream. If all systems of 
taxation were invalid because the tax- 
payers received no direct benefit, then 
the public school system would fail, be- 
cause bachelors and old maids were 
taxed for school purposes. The law- 
abiding citizen is taxed to maintain 
penal institutions.

The Prosecutor said he was confident 
that Skinker realized that such a step 
rould have been taken, and that for 
this reason he avoided asking the issu- 
ance of a restraining order, so that he 
would not be required to put up & bond. 

Want Name of Road Changed. 

A. C. MecKibbon, secretary for the 
Country Permanent Road and Bridge 
Association, said yesterday that the as- 
sociation planned to ask the St. Louis 
Board of Aldermen to change the name 
of Skinker road because of Skinker's 
opposition to the good roads movement. 
Skinker owns a large tract of land just 
west of the western city limits. 

County Clerk Seibel, in Jefferson City 
today, filed for registration with State 
Auditor Gordon $520,000 good roads 
bonds, which are to be offered for sale 
tomorrow. Auditor Gordon was not at 
the capital and his chief clerk said 
the matter of accepting the bonds for 
registration would have to await Gor- 
don’s return. 

Bids for the bends are to be 
opened at Clayton tomorrow at noon. 
Prosecutor Ralph said that he had re- 
ceived hundreds of inquiries as to the 
bonds, and he believed this an indica- 
tion that they would bring a good pre- 
mium, inasmuch as the county had no 
bonded indebtedness other than the 
roads bonds to be issued. 

Of the first issue of bonds, $10,000 are 
in denominations of $100, and 0,000 in 
$1000 denominations. 

Skinker and Miller, in their injunction

Ambassador Guthrie reported that the 
Japanese Foreign Minister confirmed the 
outline of the demands printed in this 
country as approximately true.“ A 
similar confirmation from the Chinese 
Government was received during the 
day through American Minister Reinsch 
at Pekin. Officials would not add to a 
State Department announcement sum- 
marizing the reports, but there was 
every indication that developments 
would be anxiously watched. It was 
pointed out that so far the entire ne- 
gotiations were in a preliminary and in- 
definite stage. 

The Japanese demands seek apologies, 
indemnification and installation of Japa- 
nese military advisers throughout South 
Manchuria and Eastern Mongolia and in 
the cadet school at Mukden, together 
with Japanese police wherever in those 
sections there are large Japanese settle- 
ments. These rights, throughout this 
whole territory, with a population of 
nearly 8,000,000, are sought to prevent 
a recurrence of such trouble’ as the 
Cheng Chiatun incident, in which 17 
Japanese and 50 Chinese soldiers were 
killed. 

If the recrudescence of Mongolian 
banditry in conjunction with a mon- 
archist evolution has,.as claimed, pro- 
duced a condition of outlawry where 
Japanese lives are endangered, officials 
are said to be willing to admit that 
Japan is as much justified in having 
troops in those sections as the United 
States is in having troops in Mexico. 
If, on the other hand, it develops that 
Japan is magnifying a small local dis- 
turbance into an international compli- 
cation to exact political concessions, the 
United States is expeeted to object, 
holding that the integrity of China is 
being invaded. 

In this connection officials note the 
promptness with which Japanese sol- 
diers were on the scene, and the fact 
that a few days later troops quickly 
appeared when a similar difficulty broke 
out at Chaoyanpo, 75 miles inside the 
Mongolian border, and far away from 
any railroad concession where their 
presence is authorized. 

While the acts of reparation demand- 
ed are thought to be very severe, and 
are characterized by Pekin as humiliat- 
ing, officials point out that this is a 
matter between China and Japan only. 
But the rights of police and military 
advisers are international. If Japan 
seeks merely an extension of extra ter- 
ritorial rights, officials assert that all 
other countries under the most Ta- 
vored nation” elause may do likewise. 
That merely would mean that all cases 
in which a Japanese is a defendant 
would be tgied by a Japanese court, 
applying the local Chinese law.

nizance taken of the affair by the Foreign Office of a Power eager to gain 
a reputation for a strong foreign policy; the presentation ef demands 
largely irrelevant to the incident; and the rattle of the saber in the hands 
of the stronger Power. One step follows another like the leads at whist. 


Mongolia is one of the most God- 
forsaken regions on the éarth and 
American interest there is wholly 
academic, yet every move that Japan 
makes in East Asia rouses well-jus- 
tified apprehensions in this country as 
to her intentions. And the latest af- 
fair has an additional interest for us 
in that it is the first incident of the 
Kind to happen since the Russo- 
Japanese alliance was signed, two 
months ago. . 

“Special Interests” Clause. 

It was announced that this pact was 
entered into in order to preserve the 
peace of the Far East,“ presumably by 
keeping out the Germang, which is 
certainly essential from the Japanese 
standpoint. But the second clause of 
that treaty provided that In ease the 
SPECIAL INTERESTS. of one of the 
contracting parties which are recog- 
nized by the other contracting party 
are menaced, Japan and, Russia will 
consult with each other measures 
to adopt, with a view to supporting or 
extending assistance for the safeguard- 
ing of these rights and interests. 

The question at once arises: Does 
Russia recognize the hypothetical in- 
terest” of Japan in East Mongolia as 
well as in South Manchuria? Has Rus- 
sia been consulted or has Japan (a 
strong believer in the. efficacy. of the 
fait accompli) dared to go ahead on her 
own hook? And if the former is true, 
does this early manifestation of _ the 
solidarity of the two militant Powers 
put another bolt on the open door?“ 
If so, we have a very vivid interest in 
the situation. For the open door, now- 
adays, thanks to a long course of in- 
struction in the public press, has. grown 
to be something that the American peo- 
ple think worthy of being fought for, 
notwithstanding they but vaguely ap- 
prehend what it means. 

Since events move so rapidly these 
days, it may be well to recall some of 
the incidents that led to the Russo-Jap- 
anese alliance. Last spring Russia 
found herself in difficulties with re- 
gard to munitions. Even the quantities 
she bought in America were piled up 
in Viadivostok terminals. Japan had 
large stores and could make more, and 
in a year of great industrial depression 
was only too glad of the chance, since 
the business is a governmental affair, 
not a private one. 

Japan’s Compensation. 

Japan, a true Oriental bargainer, 
wanted a liberal quid pro quo for her 
assistance and proposed in exchange 
that Russia cede to her the Manchurian 
railway south of Harbin. They compro- 
mised on that portion of the road south 
of the Sungari River, which brings 
about a decided advance in Japanese 
control over South Manchurian terri- 
tory. The Russians, it is reported, also 
threw in as a sort of lagniappe the up- 
per half of Saghalin. ’ 

Russia, with her eyes on the Bog- 
phorus, apparently has given up her 
South Manchurian ambitions, and has 
granted Japan a free hand on the con- 
tinent. The trade relations of the for- 
mer with China are relatively unim- 
portant and her interest in East Asia 
has always been a military one. But 
both Russia and Japan are governed 
by powerful military oligarchies with 
unscrupulous foreign policies, and the 
devotees of the open door in this coun- 
try who have looked with apprehension 
on this entente may find justification 
for their fears. 

The situation once more illustrates the 
Gisadvantages of not having in this 
country a settled and consistent foreign 
pelicy. For if the Japanese-Russian al- 
liance results in closing the open door“ 
t America it will be partly, at least, 
our own fault. If, in 1909, we had not 
made a futile attempt to stick our own 
inept spoon into the international diplo- 
niatic stew it is certain that the rap- 
prochement of Russia and Japan that 
came so soon after the war of 190% 
would not have occurred. 

As every one knows nowadays, the 
Russo-Japnese war was a draw, both 
sices glad of an excuse to stop, but 
with no final decision accomplished. As 
a consequence, the world anticipated the 
renewal ‘of the contest before many 
ycars should elapse, and Putnam-Weale, 
one of the most acute eritics of Ori- 
ental politics, pubNshed a book en- 
titled The Trace in the Far East.“ 
which assumed that such an event was 
to be confidently anticipated. That it 
did not come to pass is no discredit to 
the acumen of Mr. Putnam-Weale. He 


Jas not at that time famillar with the 


subtle diplomacy of the then American 
Secretary of State, Mr. ‘Philander C. 
Knox. 
erstwhile rivals and opponents should 
fall into each other’s arms,’ but it so 
bappened. 
How Rivals Came ether. 

And the way of it was this: At the 
close of the. war Japan obtained from 
China a treaty in which China prom- 
ised not to parallel the. South Man- 
churian Railway and thus destroy its 
usefulness to Japan as a control of the 
country—one of the two real accomplish- 
ments of the war she had just fought. 

Five years later Mr. Knox stepped in 
and himself proposed to parallel this 
road (from Kin-Chow to Al-Gun) with 
American capital, as an entering wedge 
for dollar-diplomacy into the disturbed 
politics of the far East. The proposal, 
of course, came to naught, as might 
have been anticipated. But it had two 
important and far-reaching results: it 
aggravated an enmity toward the 
United States on the part of Japan 
(smoldering since the time of the Ports. 
mouth treaty) that survives to the pres- 
ent day, and it caused the two former 
opponents to forthwith forget their dit- 
ferences in the presence of a new rival 
in the field.

After this it was but a question of 
time when Japan and Russia should 
discover enough common points of in- 
terest and advantage to make desirable 
the treaty of alliance concluded thi: 

Of course it {s not at all 
certain yet that this treaty will in any 
way effect the open door as regards 
America. But if it does we shall have, 
in part at least, the policy of thé Knox 
reginre to thank for it.

And I also knew when he sprung his 
talk about a ‘fool’s paradise’ that he had 
been listening to that great prophet in 
Israel, Senator Reed Smoot, who had 
been to see him. Now, Smoot is a mono- 
maniac on prophecy and is the Mad Mul- 
lah of protection. 

Mexico Views From Fall. 

“And when Mr. Hughes began mak- 
ing complaints about Mexico and criti- 
cising the policy of the administration, 
I immediately recognized a reflection of 
the views of Senator Fall of New Mexi- 


Joo. And then, when he talked about the 


‘pork’ in the rivens and harbors bill, I 
knew that Theodore Burton of Ohio had 
had his ear.

We were the residuary legatees of 
American problems from the Taft ad- 


der in misguided Mexico. I think we are 
entitled to know from those who criti- 
cise the President what they are go- 
‘ing to do when they get in. Are they 
going to whip the Mexicans? Are they 
going to police them, are they going to 
take away their property rights, are 
they going into Mexico and what are 
they going to do when they get in? 

J want to say this to you: That every 
man who goes to the polls on election 
day and casts a Republican vote ought 
to go direct to the recruiting station 
and enlist in the army. 

Believes in Mexico Negotiations. 

“I believe that the present negotia- 
tions are going to solve the Mexican 
problem. We hear some people say 
that we must go down to Mexico and 
kill the Mexicans. This reminds me of 
a man who came to Washington and 
called me out of the presiding officer's 
chair to talk to him. Senator Borah of 
Idaho had just made a splendid, patri- 
otic speech. My friend had heard it. 
As he grasped my hand, he began talk- 
ing about Borah’s speech and exclaim- 
ing That's the stuff, that’s the stuft!“ 

“When he subsided, I asked him what 
I could do for him. Why.“ he said, 
‘just want you to help me get my boy 
out of the army.’ ‘What?’ I exclaimed, 
‘you don’t mean to tell me that you 
are going to make Borah do all the 
fighting, do you, as well as making the 
speeches?’ : 

“I do not want War, if it can be hon- 
orably avoided. Some foreign Power 
may in some of these terrible times 
take an American life, or destroy 
American property. But I know that 
if any foreign Power on earth should 
ever offer a deliberate insult to the 
American people, that American sol- 
diers would come forward as thick as 
the leaves of Valambrosa ready to die 
for the honor of the flag.“ 

Vice President Marshall held his audi- 
ence to the close of his speech. He was 
preceded by Congressman Decker of 
the Fifteenth District, who discussed 
national issues with respect to the af- 
fairs peculiar to his district—which is 
the greatest zinc producing territory 
in the world. A 


Campaign Opening a Success. 

The Democratic campaign opeping 
here yesterday afternoon and last nfght, 
attended by great crowds, whe 
listened to a discussion of national 
issues for nearly six hours, was the 
most successful in the history of the 
Democratic party in this State. The of- 
ficjals of the party, and the candidates, 
were jubilant over the success of their 
first big gathering, and declared that it 
meant President Wilson would carry the 
State by a top-heavy majority in No- 
vember, and that the entire Democratic 
State ticket would be elected. 

United States Senator James A. Reed, 
candidate for re-election, and Speaker 
Champ Clark were the speakers at last 
night's meeting, held under the same 
tent as the afternoon meeting. The 
tent, which had a seating capacity of 
more than 3000, afforded accommoda- 
tions for less than half of the crowd. 
For three hours thousands of men and 
women stood around the edges of the 
tent, and in the aisles, listening to 
Reed’s and Clark’s discussion of na- 
tional issues. g 

Frederick D. Gardner, the Democratic 
candidate for Governor, did not attend 
the campaign opening, but Senator Reed 
made a defense of Gardner’s land bank 
bill, and said that Gardner would soon 
return to Missouri from California to 
take up a discussion of State issues, and 
that he would be able to meet all of the 
attacks upon his rural credits measure 
made by Judge Henry Lamm, the Re- 
publican candidate for Governor. 

State Issues Not Discussed. 

State issues were not discussed, except 
that Reed declared that all the money 
collected by the present administration 
had been legally and properly @xpended, 

Gov. Major sent a telegram Stating he 
would spend three weeks in October 
campaigning for the ticket. 


Reed’s speech principally was an ab- 
breviation of the four-hour speech he 
delivered in the Senate, Aug. 29, which 
Was an exhaustive review of the achieve- 
ments of the presente national adminis- 
tration. A striking feature of his ad- 
dress was his defense of the President 
and Congress in passing the eight-hour 
law to prevent the railroad strike. He 
asserted that Hughes’ speeches made it 
plain that if he had been President dur- 
ing the last four years we would now be 

t war with Germany and Mexico, and 

at we would be in the midst of a rail- 
road strike that would have paralyzed 
the industries of the country. 

Reed said the situation confronting 
the President. and Congress was that 
450,000 railroad men were going to strike 
because they could not reach an agree- 
ment with the railroad managers. That 
meant, he said, that every railroad train 
in the United States would be tied up. 
The railroads, in preparations for the 
strike, issued embargoes on all perish- 
able good? 

Pictures Result of Strike, 

A strike would have left the crops in 
the fields to have rotted, and Within three 
days babies in the cities would have been 
dying from starvation. There would 
have been universal suffering, and the 
loss to the country in 10 days would 
have been great enough to have paid the 
wage increase demanded by the railroad 
men for an entire century. President 
Wilson intervened not in behalf of the 
men nor the employers, but in behalf of 
the public, 
transportation for their existence. 

The Republicans in Congress spent 
half a day in conference, Senator Reed 
said, and offered no plan to prevent a 
strike. The country’s house was on fire, 
but the Republicans would do nothing 
to put out the conflagration. Their pur- 
pose was to stand by and criticise, he 
asserted. Congress acted upon the re- 
quest of the President and saved the 
country a great calamity. He said the 
Democrats were entitled to the appre- 
elation of people of all classes for pre- 
venting a paralysis of the industry of 
the country. é 

Senator Reed discussed at some length 
the tariff enactment of the Democratic 
Congress and also the Federal Reserve 
law, which he said had transferred the 
financial power of America from Wall 
street to Washington. He said the re- 
serve bank law has made panics impos- 
sible in this country. He also drew a 
vivid word picture of the European 
war, and contrasted the conditions in 
America with those in Europe, and 
asked whether the American people pre- 
f the with honor licy of 
President Wilson, or the warlike policy 
of Roosevelt and Hughes.

He Has Received No 
Orders to Close Them. 


No pretense was made in East St. 
Louis this morning to close the saloons 
for the primary election as required by 
the Illinois law. The front doors of all 
downtown saloons were open. It was 
reported that one or two saloons in the 
south part of the city had closed of 
their own volition. 

The State law charges Sheriffs and 
Constables with enforcement of the 
closing law in the counties outside the 
cities, but requires that in the cities the 
magistrates and Mayors shall enforce 
it. A Post-Dispatch reporter asked 
Chief of Police Payne of East St. Louis 
if it were not against the law for the 
saloons to gemain open and he said he 
did not know. He said he had received 
no instructions to close them. The only 
person from whom he could have re- 
ceived such instructions is Mayor Moll 
man. 

The voting in the primary was heavy 
early in the forenoon. It was noted 
that the Tarleton-Mollman-Canavan 
Democratic machine was working for 
the nomination of John Filannagen as 
Republi¢an candidate for State's At- 
torney and that some of Flannagen’s 
supporters were working for admittedly 
weak Republican candidates for the 
Levee Board. This led to the rumor 
that the Democratic machine was going 
to trade State's Attorney Charles Webb, 
Democratic candidate for re-election, 
for a Democratic Levee Board. G.

The Democratic vote in Tuesday’s Maine elec- 
tion exceeded the vote for Wilson four years ago 
iby 16,434, a gain of about 26 per cent. 


On the other hand, the Republican vote Tues- |

by only 4862, or 6 per cent. ;

The Republican gubernatorial vote Tuesday 
exceeded the combined Republican-Progressive 
vote of two years ago by ohly 2789, or less than 
4 per cent. 

With these relative percentages of gain, the 
Republican presidential ticket would be beaten 
in the nation. It would be overwhelmed in the 
close, doubtful states. Of course, there is no rea- 
son to believe that relative gains would be the 
game as those of the Maine election. A large 
majority of the Maine voters have been devoted 
to Republicanism ever since the war—much more 
devoted than fafriy stanch Republicans in states 
outside of Maine. The Progressives of states to 
the west of Maine are likely to go to Wilson in 
much larger proportion. 

More than this, Maine had a special protection 
issue on account of Canadian potatoes and hay, 
which affected many agricultural voters. 
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CAN MR. PINCHOT PEOVE IT? 

In a letter sent to the editors of the leading 
newspapers of the country, explaining why he will 
vote for Hughes, Gifford Pinchot says of Presi- 
dent Wilson: 

We have all heard him tell Germany pub- 
iHcly that she would be held to strict 
accountability; and have learned afterwards 
that he had actually let her know secretly 
at that time, dy the mouth of his Secretary 
of State through the Austrian Ambassador, 
that what he said he did not mean, 

This is a very serious charge to make against 
a President of the United States in an action that, 
involved the honor of the country as represented 
by its Chief Executive. Can Mr. Pinchot prove 
his accusation? . 

On May 17, 1915, Ambassador Dumba called on 
Bryan, then Secretary of State, and had a pri- 
vate interview. At the time, nothing was known 
of the conversation between them, the Associated 
Press merely stating that it was supposed the Am- 
bassador had called on Mr. Bryan “to sound out 
feeling with a view toward assisting in a peaceful 
settlement of the situation with Germany.” This 
was after the first note on the Lusitania case 
had been sent to Berlin and before a reply had 
been received, 

On June 27, after his resignation as Secretary 
of State, Mr. Bryan specifically denied that he 
had told Ambassador Dumba that the United 
States Government was not in earnest, and cabled 
to Ambassador Gerard, at Berlin, a correct memo- 
randum of his convergation with Dr. Dumba, in 
order that the German Government might not 
rest under any false impressions. At the same 
time, Ambassador Dumba cabled the German Gov- 
ernment, affirming the correctness of the inter- 
view, ad reported by Mr. Bryan, and denying the 
construction that had been placed upon it. 

Mr. Pinchot undoubtedly can obtain a: certified 
copy of this report of the Bryan-Dumba conver- 
sation, if he already has not done so: His 
charge is that President Wilson let Germany 
know, secretly, at the time the note to Germany 
calling that country to “strict accountability” was 
sent, by the mouth of Secretary Bryan, “that 
what he sald he did not mean.” ,
